UNCLE SAM'S MONEY CHEST. 


The annual report of the Treasurer 


Ot the United States shows the receipts 
from all sources during the fiscal ytar 
which ended June 30, 1§96, to have 
been |826,976,200, aa against $813,390,075 
(or the fiscal year 1805, an increase of 
$13,686,125. The receipts from duties 
on Imports aggregated $160,021,751, a 
gain of $7,863,184 over 1895.The receipts 
from internal revenue were $116,762,864, 
a gain of $8,911,192, over the previous 
year. The receipts from the sale of 
public lands were $1,005,528, a loss of 
$97.823 from the previous year, and the 
receipts from miscellaneous sources 
were $10,186,060, a gain of $2,479,622 
over 3895. 


The total expenditure for tha flsual 


year 1896 were $352,179,l'i6, as uguiiist 
$356,195,298 for 1895, a decrease of $<!,- 
016,852. The deficiency for the year is 
$25,203,245, or $17,601,977 loss than for 
1895. 


In the fifteen months ending with 


September last, the withdrawals of 
gold from the Treasury iu redemption 
of United States notes and Treasury 
notes amounted to $192,072,205, while 
the net gaius of gold from all sources, 
including the sale of $262,315,100 of 
bonds, attained n total oS $98,813,902.

Many millions of gold went abroad 
prior to the closing of the lust Usual 
year, thus showing an unfavorable bal- 
ance, but it is claimed that since the 
Inflow of gold has recurred and the 
importations have grown, this money, 
with a considerable addition thereto, 
has ctfme back to the United States. 


The act retiring the United States 


notes or greenbacks was passed about 
thirty years ago. At that time $346,- 
000,000 greenbacks were left in circula- 
tion, assuming that none of the orig- 
inal issue had been lost or destroyed. 
These $846,000,000 are made to do duty 
in the Treasury reports and in statis- 
tics giving the amount of money per 
capita in circulation, though it is be- 
lieved that one-fourth of the amount 
baa been lost or destroyed in one \v,iy 
or another since greenbacks were is- 
sued. 


THE CALIFORNIA RAILROAD CJMtt 


MISSION). 


The California Railroad Commission 


reduced the rates for 
transporting 


grain over the railroads in that State 
The Southern Pacific Company ob 
jected and enjoined the commission 
from carrying the reduction into effect 
The matter came up in the United 
States Court before Judge McKeuna 
who yesterday rendered a decision 
which has been awaited with anxiety 
for several mouths'. The court con- 
cedes the right of the Railroad Com- 
mission to red'nce rates, but perma 
nently enjoins the commissioners from 
making an eight percent reduction in 
grain rates on tho ground that the 
profits of the Southern Pacific did not 
justify the reduction, 


This seems to be a remarkable de- 


cision. It concedes the right of the 
commissioners under the law to regu- 
late freight rates on railroads, but re- 
strains the commissioners from doing 
what it concedes the law authorizes 
them to do. Perhaps the reduction in 
grain rates was too great, and left the 
railroad company no margin for profit. 
The decision seems to. concede the 
right of the commissioners to reduce 
rates to limit! to be fixed by the courts, 
bat the commissioners consider it a 
v|ptorjr for them to be allowed by a 
United States Court to make any re- 
daction whatever in railroad rates.

THK DUN GI.KN JUNES. 


Coming to Hie JTront as Gold Producers. 


G. M. K. In Silver State.) 


Dun Glen, one of the oldest mining 


camps in Hnmboldt county, with its 
many ups and downs and excitements, 
palmy days, etc., is coming to the front 
again as a gold mining camp. 
Lately 


Hendra Bros, snld their gold mine, tho 
" Golden Chariot," to a San Francisco j 
company, which baa just finished n j 
fine quartz mill that has been in the 
course of construction 
for Mho last 


mouth or so. 


This company looks as if it means 


business,, and I guess it does by the 
improvements it has made since taking j 
held of this property. A grade or road 
has been built from the minfl to the 
mill about a mile and a quarter long, 
which is down hill all the way, innljiug 
it very bandy for tho hauling of ore. 
There has been considerable develop- 
ment work done ou the rains ami no 
doubt quite a number of men will be 
put to work in the near future. The 
vein is a large one and there are at 
present about twelve hundred tons of 
ore on the dump. 


Petes Bask began to haul ore to tho 


mill last week, and just as soon as 
enough ore is on hand to warrant a 
steady run and a few preliminaries are 
attended to tbe mill will start up. 
The mill is a now process in the State, 
but is run with perfect success in Oul.- 
it'orriia and there is no doubt but what 
it will be a success here, as the ore is 
free milling. 
Tha ore is first run 


through a rock breaker, which dis- 
charges it into a bia, and from there it 
is run into a hopper which feeds auto- 
matically into a pulveriser or grinder, 
discharges onto a new system of plates, 
resembling a sot of stairs, and from 
there it runa .ioto two amalgamating 
pans and theuce through a blanket to 
tbe tailings pit. This mill will handle 
forty^tons of ordinary ore-a day with 
comparatively little power, but the 
company will bo satisfied 1C it handles 
fifteen or twenty tons of this ore, a.s it 
is very hard and flinty. 


Dun Glen is quite a lively place at 


present, arid if this mill proves u suc- 
cess there are quite a number qf other 
good mines ia the camp and no doubt 
other mills of this sort will be erected 
ia the future.

PICTURE ON A HILL. 


like tone Mw ot Wilmington, England 


Measure* 24O Feet. 


About midway between Bciwick aud 


Polegate stations, at a point v.'liero tlio 
side of the hill is very precipitous, those 
who know exactly the spot whero to i 
look will be able to see from the rail- 
way carriage windows o sort of mdo, 
imitation of, the human form outlined! 
in white. The figure, which is betv.-eeu 
200 aud 300 feet in height, holds a long 
staff in each hand. This is "the Long 
Man of Wilmington," onco tbe center 
of profonnd^veneration and worship, 
but now niefeJy au object of interest to 
the curious. 


In order to obtain an adequate idea of 


this great hillside figure; dominating 
the surrounding country and appearing 
to watch as-guardian over the little vil- 
lage befow, it.is desirable to approach 
it afoot, tramping along the winding 
lanes, as the pilgrims of old must have 
tramped when theylcanie hither on tha 
occasion of some great religions festival. 
Seen from afar, tho figure does not ap- 
pear to be of remarkable size, but grad- 
ually, as one approaches the hill, it as- 
sumes au imposing and definite shape. 


The figure, about 240 feet' in height, 


was merely shaped in tho turf so as to 
allow the chair to appear through. In 
the course of time these depressions ia 
tlie surface became almost impercepti- 
ble1, au'd to such au extent w;;s iho fig- 
are neglected that at last it was only 
ponsiblo/to make out tho form, ;\t a rlis 
faiico when the slight hollows were 
uiiii'ked by drifted snow or \vlieu the 
oblique rays of the rising or sotting sun 
threw them into a deep shadow. In or- 
der to preserve the form of tho Long 
Man, 
and to render it at tho saraa time 


easily distinguishable nt a distance the 
ontiiiie was marked by a single line of 
white brinks placed closely together. 
Tho effect lias been to produce a gome- 
what startling figura, which is plainly 
visible iu flue .weather from a great dis- 
tance.

i'ianfcs That Spread Qul«kJy. 


The dnudelioii is an old world flower, 


not native in America, suvo fnr to the 
uovt'u and on some of tho highest oi 
oni 
1 western mountains. But somehow 


It was brought here, perhaps from Eng- 
land, iu old colonial times. Now wo soo 
iff goldau heads cud feathery balls at 
every grassy roadside, tho "clocks" the 
boys nud girls blow to tell the hour. A 
few years ago farmers iu the northwest 
found a new weed, a vile, prickly weed, 
iu their wheatflelds. In a very short 
time this weed, the Russian thistle, has 
spread over wide acres of tho best farm 
laud in that part of the country and has 
done great injury to the crops. 


How do these plants spread so fast 


and so far? They are not parried about 
and planted. 
No one woold be so fool 


ish aa to sow Russian thistles. The 
mother plant must have ways of her 
own for sending her offspring abroad in 
to the world. Plants propagate them 
selves in two ways, from seed or from 
bnds, Sometimes these- buds aro borne 
on slender runners. A strawberry plant, 
after it has blossomed, begins to send 
out such runners, with buds, unfolding 
tufts of leaves, along them. These tufts 
nre at first connected with the parent 
plant, but later the runners between 
break away, and each tuft becomes a 
new plant. Many grasses, like Bermuda 
grass nud tho tronblcson:e.qnick or cottnh 
grist-;*, have creeping stems, each joint 
sending out a bunch of roots below ncd 
bud on the upper Bide. If you try to hoe 
up such grasses, yon only make matters 
worse, for each joint when cut off i 
ready to form an independent pJunt, 
Such grasses spread very fast and soon 
take possession of the land they got 
into. — Thomas H. Kearney, Jr., in St.
